WRECKERS OF THE FIDELITY. 


Investigation of the Affairs of the Cincin- 
nati Bank. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The Unit- 
ed States grand jury will conclude its labors to- 
morrow. It was said this afternoon that seventy 
indictments for fraud would be returned against 


jamin Hopkins; between seven and ten against

A Sharp Debate in the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

The regular semi-monthly meeting of the City 
Board of Education opened up rather tame last 
night, but before it was over the proceedings 
were given a very decided spice of interest, inas- 
much as the mud-pie question came up for 
debate. The Committee on Drawing, through 
Mr. Doolittle, submitted a report directing the 
proper agent to purchase clay, etc, to 
the amount of $109, and urged its pas- 
sage. Mr. Story took the floor in 
4 and declared against the expenditure 
of any more money for what he characterized as 
the * * of distilled nonsense.“ The 
idea of young children modeling in clay was to 
him an absurdity that the board should do away 
with, and he hoped the board would defeat the 
report. Superintendent Howland was called 
upon foran opinion touching the merits of the 
““mud-pie" exercise, and he said he regarded it 
as useful and beneficial to the children in the 
first e. Mr. Stewart was in favor of it, 
and r. Hereley thought the board ought 
to strike at manual training, music, and 
German in connection with the alleged 
olay-modeling business, and he moved that the 
matter go over for two weeks. Mr. Brenan de- 
tailed how he had visited a number of schools 
and found the children mixing mud.“ His idea 
was that the children were not sent to the 
schools to be amused, but to be taught the es- 
sentials, and he declared that less time was given 
in the schools to the essentials than to the spe- 
cial studies. He thought the children should be 
taught what would be useful to them hereafter. 
Alter some further debate, in which Mr. Doolittle 
took a prominent part on the side of his report, 
and in which he declared that only twenty minutes 
every week were devoted to clay modeling, the 
matter finally went toa vote on the postpone- 
meet which was defeated, the result being as 
ollows:

THE TRIAL OF “BLINKY” MORGAN. 


He Is Identified by Several Witnesses as 
One of the Murderers.

The Instrument Prepared After Careful 
Study and Regarded by the State De- 
partment as a Model Piece of Diplo- 
matic Work—Secret Correspondence and 
Messages—Amendments to the Original 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special. |— 


An important extradition treaty with Guate- 


mala, hitherto kept secret, will soon be pro- 
mulgated by the State Department. It is 
important, not so much because many bood- 
lers leave the United States for Guatemala, 
as because the treaty is meant to be a model 
and confirms certain precedents in inter- 
national iaw which have been laid down by 
the United States. There is an additional 
article to the treaty, made by a later conven- 
tion with the Republic of Guatemala and not 
yet ratified, which exemplifies a special ob- 
ject in the policy of the State Department. 
The treaty itself having been ratified, when 
promulgated will be a part of the public law 
of the land, although as a matter of fact it is 
today a part of the international law of the 
United States in accordance with the doctrine 
deciared by President Washington himself. 
Another way of stating this established 
rule is that “a treaty may bind in- 
ternationally when it would not 
bind municipally.“ Therefore this 
* model” treaty with Guatemala, although it 
is still a secret compact, “‘ binds internation- 
ally“ today. On the latter hand, the later 
agreement, styled an additional article,“ 
was the subjectof the last secret message 
sent by President Cleveland to the Senate, 
and itis now vending before that body, ac- 
companied by Mr. Cleveland’s recommenda- 
tion that it be ratified. This measure em- 
bodies an important principle in the relations 
of friendly nations in the matter of “ the bet- 
ter administration of justice and the pre- 
vention of crimes within their respective 
territories and jurisdiction.” Another sig- 
nificant point in relation to it is that it repre- 
sents the settled policy of this Government 
in its negotiations with the other nations of 
the earth upon the subject of the surrender 
of criminais, and it is also a fact that no such 
agreement exists with Great Britain, France, 
— and several other important nations. 

Furthermore, it was on account of demands 
made by Russia in negotiations for extradi- 
tion that the Department of State explamed 
and emphasized its policy (as formulaved and 
confirmed in this additional article“) in the 
official declarawuon that it would not subject 
eitizens of the United States to modes of 
trial and punishment unknown to our laws 
and held in abhorrence alike by the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States.“ 

The treuty, the full text of which is given 
below, is regarded at the State Department 
as a perfect model, broad in scope, carefully 
drawn, expucit in terms, and leaving nothing 
to mere construction, nor are there any con- 
venient holes through which criminals can 
escape. It is sta that, with the “addi- 
tional article” latély negotiated, this com- 
pact with Guatemala represents the refine- 
ment of the policy of the Department of State 
from the beginning of diplomatic negotia- 
tions for the reciprocal surrender of criminals. 
From secret records of the Government it 1s 
learned that early in 1870 Secretary Fish in- 
structed our Minister to Guatemala (Silas A. 
Hudson) to negotiate a convention of ex- 
tradition with that Government, and, in re- 
ply, the Minister shortly afterwards reported 
that in contormity with instructions I have 
sounded the proper authorities, and have hot 
a doubt but I shall be able to conclude a 
treaty with this Government similar to the 
one made with Italy.“ Seven months later 
the Minister announced the successful ter- 
mination of his negotiations, and transmitted 
a copy of the treaty. It was promptiy sent 
to the Senate by President Grant, and, after 
due consideration by the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, the convention was amended 
and consented to by the Senate as follows:

ritories of the other; provided that this shall 
only be done upon such evidence of criminality 
as according to the laws of the place where the 
fugitive or person so charged shall be found 
would justify his or her apprehension and com- 
mitment for trial if the crime had been there 
committed. 

Art. II. Persons shall be delivered up who 
shall have been convicted of or be charged, ac- 
cording to the provisions of this convention, with 
any of the following crimes: 

1. Murder, comprehending the crimes desig- 
nated in the Guatemalan nal code by the 
terms of parricide, assassination, poisoning, and 
infanticide, 

2. The attempt to commit murder. 

& The crimes of rape, arson, piracy, and mu- 
tiny on board a ship, whenever the crew or part 
thereof, by fraud or violence against the com- 
mander, have taken possession of the vessel. 

4. The crime of burglary, defined to be the ac- 
tion of breaking and entering by night into the 
house of another, with the intent to commit fel- 
ony; and the crime of robbery, defined to be the 
action of feloniously and forcibly tak from the 
person of another goods or money by violence or 
putting him in fear. 

5. The crime of forgery, by which is understood 
the utterance of forged papers, the counterfeit- 
ing of public, sovereign, or Government acts. 

6. The fabrication of counterfeit money, either 
coin or paper, of public bonds, bank-notés, and 
obligations, and in general of all titles or instru, 
ments of credit, the counterfeiting of seals, dies, 
stamps, and marks of State and public adminis- 
trations, and the utterance thereof. 

7. The embezzlement of public moneys com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of either party by 
public officers or depositors. 

8. The embezzlement by any person or per- 
sons, hired or salaried, to the detriment of their 
employers, when these crimes are subject to in- 
famous punishment. 

Art. III. The provisions of this treaty shall not 
apply to yd crime or offense of a political char- 
acter, and the person or persons delivered up for 
the crimes enumerated in the preceding articles 
shall in no case be tried for any ordinary crime 
commit previously to that which his or their 
surrender is asked, 

Art. IV. If the person whose surrender may be

The Episcopal Congress at Louisville Dis- 
cusses the Higher Education of Women 


of the Universatists in Session in New 
Tork. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 19.—The second day's 
8 the Protestant Episcoval Church Con- 
gress o United States ned this morning 
at Liederkranz Hall with 3 attendance. 
The auditorium is the largest in the city, but be- 
fore the hour of meeting the lower hall and gal- 
leries were crowded, and when the proceedings 


began standing room was not obtainable, many 
being turned away. 

Bishop Dudley announced the topic for dis- 
cussion, “The Higher Education of Women,” 
and introduced the first writer, the Rev. Secre- 
— Locke of Bristol, R I. He said that a 

r majority of women, as of men, were capable 
of receiving the higher education. He referred 
to the University of Michigan, where the women 
were educated in all the higher branches. 
No more of them broke down, an they showed 
more enthusiasm. The argument that the minds 
of women should not be eveloped more than 
their muscles, in order that they might not be- 
come masculine, was neither a good Mohamme- 
dan nor a Christian doctrine. oman suffrage 
was a possibility of the future. 

The next writer introduced, the Rev. Henry 
Ziegenfuss of Poughkeepsie, N. V., said one of 
the chief obstacles in s higher education of 
women was the lack of desire on the part of men 
to treat women with perfect fairness. 

The Rev. G. W. Bumbell of Chattanooga took 
a very different stand from those who had pre- 
ceded him. He said that the woman to whom a 
man would go to for advice or an opinion was not 
the woman who has had the kind of education 
which has been mentioned. The expfession that 
“women should know all that is knowable was 
perfectly shocking. iad should know some- 
thing of German and French, but Latin and 
ge are absolutely of no account to ninety out 

The Rev. B. W. Maturin of Philadelphia 
favored higher education. The Rev. Dr. Har- 
wood of New Haven advocated the study of Latin 
and Greek by women in order that they. might 
understand their own language more perfect 
as Well as for many other reasons. It is not cal- 
culated to make a woman masculine or forget 
her proper position. The Rev. John S. Brooks 
of Springfield, Mass., believed a higher order of 
education was necessary for women in order to 
do their life’s work.

THE OBITUARY RECORD. 


Death of M. Rustem Effendi, Secretary of 
the Turkish Legation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.—[(Special.]—M. 
Rustem Effendi, Secretary of the Turkish Lega- 
tion, diedin this city this morning. The de- 
ceased had been indisposed for a fortnight, and 
his illness finally developed into the fever that 
terminated his life. He was about 4 years old. 


The body was embalmed and awaits the orders 


of his chief, Mavroyeni Bey, the Turkish Minis- 
ter, who has been notified by telegraph at Tux- 
edo Park of his Secretary's death. Rustem 
was a Greek by birth, but was said be a Mo- 
hammedan.

The 
funeral will take place Thursday at 12 0’clock at 
Oak Hill Cemetery.

With a small portion of the surplus millions 
now lying idle in the Treasury and out of 
circulation the Government can build a tele- 
graph line from New York to Chicago via 
Albany, Buffalo, Cleveland, and Toledo, and 
another vie Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Indian- 
apolis, and St. Louis to Kansas City, loop- 
ing around to St. Paul, Milwaukee, and Chi- 
cago. These, with perhaps a north and 
south line between Washington and Boston, 
will be sufficient to begin the experiment of a 
Government telegraph. The Government 
can construct and equip these lines in first- 
class style for a small fraction of the idle 
surplus and then operate them with a 
view to pay expenses without having 
any interest on bonds or dividends on stock 
to pay.

SAM RANDALL’S SPEECH AT ATLANTA. 

In his speech at the Atlanta Fair Sam Ran- 
dall (high-tariff Dem.) averred that he favored 
monopoly subsidies to manufacturers in or- 
der to “cheapen necessaries of life,” and he 
thereupon proceeded in a manner of great 


solemnity to read tables of statistics to prove 


that under and by virtue of the present ex- 
cessive duties the prices of food and cloth- 
ing have been reduced, the wages of labor in- 
creased, and the profits of capital lessened.“ 

Evidently Mr. Randall has a small opinion 
of the mental capacity of his Southern Dem- 
ocratic friends, else he would hardly have at- 
tempted to palm off on their understandings 
an old ultra-protectionist dogma that had 
some currency forty years ago, but which was 
long since consigned to the political boneyard. 
Audaciously perverting the truth and ignor- 


| ing the fact that the cheapening results men- 


tioned whenever attained have been gained 
in spite of the high tariff, not on account of 
it, Randall presumed still further on the in- 
telligence of his Southern Democratic audi- 
ence, and assured his listeners that the inev- 
itabie result of a high bounty to fabricators 
was to reduce the price of goods to con- 
sumers. High bounties, he said, tempted 
large investments of capital and caused 
severe competition, resulting in a gen- 
eral lowering of prices. As Randall 
averred, a bounty-protected business paying 
a high profit was sure to be overdone and 
cut rates then became inevitable. Hence, in 
advocating exorbitant subsidies he was real- 
ly striving to cut down prices and make 
manufacturing unprofitable. If there was a 
particle of truth in these assertions Sam 
Randali and his Republican double, Pig-Iron 
Kelley—both Congressional advocates and 
agents of the Pennsylvania mill and factory 
bosses—would unite with Henry George and 
Tommy Morgan and howl for absolute free 
trade and the repeal of all duties on imports. 

Forty years ago, before the general use of 
labor-saving machinery, the consolidation of 
industries and the development of corporate 
monopolies and “ trusts,” the argument that 
tariff bounties would stimulate production, 
promote domestic competition, and lead ul- 
timately to lowered prices had a certain 
plausibility, but to employ it now in the light 
of modern experience displays either a curi- 
ous mental strabismus or what indictments 
for false pretenses term a willful and de- 
hberate intent to deceive.” Nearly all the 
great highly-bountied industries of the 
United States are pooled, combined, or 
confederated to resist the effect of domestic 
competition. They are all organizing into 
trust monopolies. Actual competition is with 
them only an occasional flurry; combination 
and trust action to prevent competition are 
the rule. They have their organizations, their 
trade journals, and their card lists of prices. 
They are pooled and combined to get all they 
can out of the big tariff boanties. In the nat- 
ure of things it must be so. The tariff laws 
offer them prices ranging on different com- 
modities from 50 to 150 per cent above the com- 
petitive level, provided only they will agree 
and unite among themselves to interdict 
home rivairy after the Government has under- 
taken to screen them from outside competi- 
tion. The Government puts up a wall for. 
outside defense and then holds out to manu- 
facturersaiev ior bribe if they will pool 
their issues. m olle the domestic markets, 
and keep up home prices. The natural re- 
sult of arresting outside competition by the 
imposition of excessive duties is to give the 
home field into the possession of monopolies 
banded together to maintain high prices and 
charge all they can. The present rage for 
the organization of “trust” monopolies is a 
legiumate consequence of maintaining a war 
tariff in time of peace. 

Prices have fallen in the pooled, tariff-pro- 
tected industries simply because inventions 
and improved methods have so lessened the 
cost of production in Europe from time to 
time that foreign manufacturers were able 
to get over the tariff wall in spite of the 
exorbitant duties. At such times home 
monopolies have been compelled to reduce 
prices and abate some portion of the tariff 
bounty in order to keep foreign competitors 
prices about which Sam Randall prates, in- 
stead of being in any sense a result of the 
high subsidy system, have been caused by 
the introduction of the labor-saving inven- 
tions and improved methods, which have 
cheapened the process of manufacture and 
enabled foreigners to reach the American 
market notwithstanding the tariff wall. The 
reductions in the price of goods were made 
because labor-saving inventions made it pos- 
sible in certain cases for outsiders to over- 
come and neutralize the intended effect of 
excessively-high duties on consumers and

PACKING ON THE FARM. 

A Kansas farmer desires information 
through Tun TRIBUNE as to how to pack hogs, 
cure the meat, and save every portion of the 
animal. He thinks with this knowledge at 
command the farmer might save $7 on every 
hog if he killea the animalon the farm and 
cured the product for market, instead of 
sending his hog to Chicago “to enrich the 
millionaire pork packers.“ He figures out 
that 260 pounds of live weight will yield a 
barrel of pork worth $12, two hams worth $3, 
two shoulders worth $2, and twenty pounds 
of lard worth $1.20, besides the ribs and offal. 
He allows the feet, head, and ribs to offset 
the cost of salt and packages, and thinks he 
has stated the case fairly. 

Actual experience in a packing-house 
would lead our correspondent to know that it 
must be an exceptionally good hog that will 
yield more than 72 per cent of all kinds of 
merchantable product. His 260 pounds of 
live hog give on the average a total of 187 
pounds of meat and lard, tne former includ- 
ing the ribs and tenderloin. This is a little 
less than the weight of meat which the rules 
of our Board of Trade require to be put into 
each barrel, so that the whole hog barely 
averages when killed the single barrel of 
pork, if the hams and lard be supposed to be 
worth the same per pound as the side meat. 
This short statement of the case sufficiently 
shows that our correspondent has started 
out with a false idea of the facts. For 
the actual conditions of the problem we may 
refer him to the latest annual review of the 
business in this city, being that compiled by 
Tue Trisvune for the year 1886, and published 
last New Year’s Day. The value of the 
4,373,000 hogs killed is stated to have been 
$42,500,000, and the value of the product 
$48,000,000. The difference of these two 
sums, divided by the number, leaves but a 
small fraction over $1.25 per hog to pay the 
packer for the cost of his work, includ- 
ing wages, rent, insurance, and profits. 
This sum, added to the amount paid 
for transportation, represents the possi- 
ble saving to the farmer, if he account 
his own labor as nothing. But the total 
saving is much less than the $ to $7 claimed 
by our correspondent, and itis evident that 
only a small portion of this would be kept 
out of the pocket of the millionaire packer ”’ 
in Chicago or any other city. It is open to 
question if this much-suspected individual 
takes in an actual profit of so much asthe 
odd 25 cents on each animal killed during the 
year. That allowance would give a total of a 
little more than a million dollars to be dis- 
tributed among the trade, and close inguiry 
would probably develop the fact that the ag- 
gregate profit on the hog-packing of last year 
was considerably less than this. 

There would seem to be no good reason why 
the Western farmer should sell his hogs on 


| the hoof and then buy hams and bacon for 


home use from the agent of the city packer. 
In such a case he pays freight both ways in 
addition to the profit of the merchant and 
manufacturer. The good, old-fashioned plan 
of killing one or more hogs on the farm each 
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ot labor, and it is to the savings effected by 
this feature that the profits of the manufact- 
urer are mostly due. It may be laid down as 
a broad rule, to which there is no exception, 
unless it be in the case of a patent monopoly, 
that no man can long do business on the basis 
of a greater profit than can be obtained from 
the saving due to handling in mass as com- 
pared with doing the same thing in detail; 
and as a general thing this profit is lessened 
by the cost of transportation. 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Three Liberal members of the English Par- 
liament, the vanguard of a large delegation 
to follow next week, have arrived in New 
York bearing a memorial signed by 281 mem- 
bers of that body and addressed to President 
Cleveland and Congress, setting forth the 
views of the English peace associations upon 
the question of arbitration. The memorial 
in substance asks for the conclusion of a 
treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain which shall stipulate that any differ- 
ences or disputes arising between the two 
Governments which cannot be adjusted by 


diplomatic agency shall be referred to arbi- | 


tration, and promisesin case such a propo- 
sition shall emanate from Congress to use 
the influence of the Liberal party in England 
to secure its ratification. Among the signers 
are such prominent Englishmen as John 
Bright, Joseph Chamberlain, Henry Labou- 
chére, Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Charles Brad- 
laugh, Sir Lyon Playfair, Sir John Lubbock, 
and others, while some of the leaders, like 
Mr. Gladstone, who could not sign owing to 
official etiquet, are known to be im favor of 
the proposition. It is evident from the names 
of the signers that the movement has had its 
origin in Liberal sources and that there can 
be httle hove of its adoption so long as the 
Government remains in the hands of the 
Tories—the traditional enemies of this coun- 
try. That, however, is only a question of 
time, and meanwhile the English memorial 
will deserve candid and serious consider- 
ation at the hands of Congress. 

Its provisions are in the line of the recent 
declarations of Gen. Sheridan, who, though 
a man of war himself and at the head of our 
army, expressed himself as strongly averse 
to war and as favoring arbitration as the 
proper method of settling international dis- 
putes. Such atreaty would be of great ad- 
vantage to this country, if it could be made a 
permanent one, as it would relieve us from 
the necessity of building up a large navy, and, 
provided there were no Halifax packed com- 
mission business in it, it could be relied upon 
asa satisfactory settlement of any quarrel 
which might arise in the future. The éx- 
ample of the two foremost nations of the 
world mutually agreeing not to war with 
each other again and to settle all disputes by 
arbitration would also have a happy influence 
upon other nations which are now wasting 
their resources, as the memorial says, in war- 
provoking institutions. There certainly can 
be no question that. war, except as a means 
of resistance to tyranny or in defense of free- 
dom, is a disgrace to any nation at this en- 
ligntened stage of the world’s progress, and 
any movement which looks towards its 
abolition ought to be heartily welcomed. 


OVERDOING THE “MARTYR” PLEA. 

Resolutions expressing sympathy with the 
condemned Anarchists are made up ina 
stereotyped form. The resolves sent down 
from Chicago for adoption by the Braidwood 
miners and by various organizations in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, and those pro- 
posed even in Europe, are all cut from the 
same piece of cloth. If there could be found 
anywhere a person naturally intelligent, but 
who knew nothing of the haymarket massa- 
cre, he would certainly be left in a puzzled 
state of mind after reading the resolutions 
and petitions now being put forth on behalf 
of the men condemned for criminal participa- 
tion in that crime. Such a person would not 
learn from the resolutions and petitions that 
any crime had been committed by anybody 
except the police, or that any policemen had 
been killed or wounded. The most that he 
could ascertain would be that a bomb had 
been thrown by an individual alleged to be 
still unknown, but probably by one of Pinker- 
ton’s men; he would find no mtimation 
that lives were lost or injuries inflicted. So 
far as appears in these peculiar fulminations 
the throwing of the bomb might be consid- 
ered harmless; at least, it might be inferred 
that no Anarchist had anything to do with it. 
There is no reference to any killing, maiming, 
or other violation of the law by any “ Reds.” 

The stereotyped resolution of sympathy 
with the Anarchists recites simply that 
the condemned men were earnest, 
honest, zealous advocates of the rights 
of labor, and while engaged in an 
effort to promote the eight-hour move- 
ment were seized by the police, and after- 
wards tried and sentenced to death! Some 
of the resolutions assert that the eight de- 
fendants were sentenced for a vague, 


mysterious offense, while others allege that 


they were really condemned because they 
figured too prominently in the labor move- 
ment.“ 

Nothing is said as to the connection of the 
defendants with the perpetration of murder, 
nor is an allusion even made to the fact that 
any one was murdered. The allegation is 
simply that Spies, Lingg, Parsons, et al. 
have been condemned to death solely be- 
cause they had tried to improve the con- 
dition of workingmen by peaceful and law- 
fulmeans. Asa matter of fact, the con- 
demned Anarchists belittled and discredited 
the eight-hour agitation, and the only con- 
nection they had with any “labor move- 
ment” was to advise the killing of em- 
ployers, capitalists, police, and militia, and 
the general looting of banks and stores—ad- 
vice carried out in part by Schnaubelt, 
one of their confederates at the haymarket, 
with murderous results. Blinking the fact that 
crime was actually committed, the Anarchist 
sympathizers carefully avoid any reference 
to the preparations made by the defendants 
—the criminal incitements, the drilling of 
“armed groups,” the making and distribu- 
uon of bombs, and the plan for blowing up 
the station-houses and shooting the police as 
they rushed out in the confusion. The proofs 
—supplied in part by the written and printed 
declarations of the defendants themselves— 
showed that murder was as clearly the pur- 
pose of the conspiracy as it was its result; 
and the jury found that each one of the con- 
demned eight was a party to the plot. With 
these facts juaicially proved, what can be the 
purpose of putting forth the astonishing as- 
sertion that Lingg, Engel, Spies, Parsons, et 
al. have been condemned for something else 
than connection with the haymarket bomb- 
throwing? Is it supposed that the Governor 
of Illinois can be humbugged and deluded by 
a gross perversion of plain facts? Don’t the 
friends of the Anarchists understand that 
Gov. Oglesby has read the testimony in the 
case, together with the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, and will weigh the 
judicially proved facts? What can be gained 
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advancement of the cause of anarchy. 


Mn. WIA T. Jonxsox, ex-County Treas- 
urer, and a number of leading Republicans 
of the Fourteenth Ward waited on the Coun- 
ty Republican Committee Tuesday and re- 
quested that four polling-places be appointed 
for the primaries in that vast ward of 100,000 
inhabitants, in order to give the Republicans 
an opportunity to vote for delegates to the 
convention of the party, “Phil” Knopf, 
Deputy Coronor, who is committeeman for 
the ward, objected, referring to Mr. Johnson 
and those who were with him as mugwumps, 
which is a contemptible slander. The polling- 
place was at his (Knopf’s) instance located 
at No. 410 Milwaukee avenue, in the extreme 
southeastern corner of the ward, about two 
miles from the central point, for the express 
purpose of disfranchising three-fourths of 
the Republicans of the ward at the 
primary. There is probably no rem- 
edy for this irmtating outrage by the 
petty officholder named, who, it seems, takes 
pleasure in disfranchising Republican voters 
to whom he owes his position. He had the 
active support of Billy“ Kent, a fellow 
deputy, and “Chris” Mamer, who, as com- 
mitteemen from the Fifth and Eighth Wards, 
had their primary pob ing-places located 
miles from the centre of the voting popula- 
tion also. Under the new twenty-four ward 
plan those fellows will be deprived of most 
of their power for mischief. With compact 
wards they will not have large opportunities 
to disfranchise the Republican voters even 
if they manage to hang on as committeemen. 
They have abused their power as long as 
they could. Not the least service which the 
new redistricting law is likely to co is to 
cripple future opportunities for political chi- 
canery and rascality. 


Some days ago the Irish Land Commission- 
ers sitting at Roscommon gave judgment in 
the case of the appeal of a number of the 
tenants of Col. King-Harman, the Tory 
Under-Secretary for Ireland and Secretary 
Baltour’s chief assistant in coercion. The 
following figures show the old rent exacted 
by this Tory official and the fair rents as 
fixed by the Commissioners:

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Thus in seven cases the rents were reduced 
in the aggregate from £61 12s ($308) to £40 12s 
($203), a reduction of nearly 35 per cent. 
Col. King-Harman is a model Irish landlord 
and administrator. Secretary Balfour, too, 
appears to have a reputation as a landlord in 
Scotland not unlike that of his Irish assistant. 
One of his former tenants in East Lothian 
has published a pamphlet charging hun 
with having bankrupted half his tenants 
after having taken from them over $50,000 
more than mghtfully belonged to him. Sev- 
eral of the bankrupted tenants vouch for the 
accuracy of the charges made in the pam- 
phlet referred to. 


Tun Deputy Jury Commissioners provided 
for under the new Jury law were intended 
to be employed, say those who drafted the 
bill, in the country towns and min the districts 
of the city where persons who do not speak 
the English language and who are therefore 
not qualified for jury service reside. The 
duties of the deputies would be in the case of 
the remote districts to ascertain who were 
and who were not qualified jurors. There 
being no registration in those districts it 
would not bean easy matter for the Jury 
Commissioners to ascertain for themselves. 
A person residing in the locality em- 
ployed for a few days at the rate of a dollar 
and a half a day could do so more satistac- 
torily. The expense would be trifling and 
the service important. But if the service of 
deputies can be avoided the Judges will not 
appoint any deputies—not, at least, until it 
should be definitly settled that they are abso- 
lutely needed, and then only a very limited 
number would be selected. MacClough and 
Tommy Morgan, the Reds“ Hyde Park 
leader, are making a cancer out of a freckle. 


Annexation and Registration. 

In those portions of the suburban towns which 
it is proposed to annex to the city there was more 
than usual interest taken in the registration 
Tuesday, and the result has been that the lists of 
voters there have been considerably increased. 
The new voters, as a rule, appear to be annexa- 
tionists. The opponents of annexation are most- 
ly old-time political workers” wo have been 
on the lists since the new law went into force in 
their respective localities. In Lake View, for 
instance, according to the local reports, the an- 
nexationists are 70 per cent ot the new voters. 
The anti-annexationists “contented themselves 
with seeing that all the (new) ‘city’ officehold- 
ers were on the books.“ In Hyde Park the reg- 
istration was very large, being over 1,000 in the 
nine northern precincts of the town, where most 
of the voters are annexationists. In South 
Chicago, too, the registration was very 
strong and all in favor of annexation. In 
the Stock-Yards precincts of the Town 
of Lake the registration was very light. The 
anti-annexation ring ot contractors and boodle 
officials in that part of the town had it all their 
own way, but they could not rouse much enthusi- 
asm for their negative and selfish policy. At 
Englewood the annexationists showed up fairly 
well, but it is not likely that their efforts will be 
crowned with success this year, as they have ex- 
hibited apathy for their own interests. They 
could carry it if they exerted themselves. There 
seems to be a total lack of organization and an 
entire absence of concerted action among those 
in Lake who favor joining the city, while the 
boodle officials and contractors and tax-eaters 
have @ thorough organization and a large cam- 
paign fund which in due time will get in its work 
at the expense of the taxpayers. It is clear that 
Lake will not come in this year unless there is a 


change in the methods of those who are promot- 


ing the annexation movement. 


The Ward Apportionment, 

The twenty-four ward plan submitted by the 
Committee on Elections to the Council Monday 
evening seems to be on the whole fairly satis- 
factory. Very few of the Aldermen object to it 
and it is likely to go through without material 
change. There may be perhaps some slight ad- 
justment of boundaries of one or two wards, so 
as to prevent more than one holdover Alderman 
residing in the same ward, but it may be deemed 
best not to disturb the boundaries reported by 
the committee for so slight a reason. There 
ought to be a change, however, in the boundary 
line between the new Fifth and the uew Sixth 
Ward. The number of registered voters in the 
new Fifth, according to the plan submitted, is 
5,744, while the pew Sixth has but 2,771. This 
matter can be easily adjusted by shifting the di- 
viding line from Halsted street east to Lowe ave- 
nue. This will give the new Sixth about 3,900 
voters, which, with the 300 that will be added 
through the annexation of Brighton, will be 
quite sufficient. ak: 


Hyde Park and Lake View. 
The registration indicates a keen interest in 
the movement m Hyde Park, and from present 
appearances the annexationists will win there.

GETTING RID OF THE CITY’S GARBAGE. 


Health-Officer Thompson Favors the Des 
Moines Furnace Scheme. 
Health-Officer Thompson returned from Des 
Moines yesterday morning, where he had been to 
inspect the garbage crematory in use there. He 
arrived just too late to meet the Health Commis- 
sioner of Toronto and two Aldermen who were at 
Montreal when he was inspecting the garbage 
furnace there, and are now on their way to Des 
Moines, Toronto having adopted the device now 
in use in that city. Dr. De Wolf. who has been 
East on a vacation trip, telegraphed yesterday 
that he would be at Pittsburg today and inspect 
the garbage crematory there. 
the Des Moines furnace Mr. Thomp- 
son said: The furnace is 18 feet long by 4 feet 
6 inches wide, has a capacity of SO yards ot gar- 
bage daily, and costs, with the building, about 
$1,700. About two feet from the bottom of the 
furnace is a solid iron plate, and above that and 
upon which falls the substance to be burned is a 
heavy iron grating. In the centre of the furnace 
is a circular hole, closed by a trap, into which 
was thrown, while I watched it, two dead horses, 
seven dogs, eighteen barrels of bage, three 
hods of manure, fifteen bushels of rotten eggs. 
and three barrels of rotten fish. This was all 
consumed in one hour, with no offensive smell 
from the combus and no smoke. The furnace 
was cold when started. 
“There are two fires, one in front and another 


: ing. 
ventor is that if there were only one fire the com- 
bustion would be offensive. The draft carries 
the smoke to the rear fire, which consumes the 
noxious gases and destroys all germs. 

“The cost of o n is much less than at 
the Montreal furnace. The device is simple, but 
it is as effective as any I knowof. It not 
need skilled labor and does not use much coal. 
Two men seemed to be able to do the work there 
that ten did in Montreal. This furnace was built

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CAPITAL STOCK IN THE 
STATE OF ILLINOIS. 


This Is as Compared with Last Year Both 
as to the Number of Corporations and 
the Aggregate, the Difference Being 
More Marked, However, as Regards the 
Former—Care Used by the Board of 
Equalization—Interesting Figures. 

The capital stock assessments in Illinois 
show a greater increase this year as com- 
pared with last in the numberof corpora- 
tions assessed than in the aggregate assess- 
ments. number was 148 in 1886 and 216 
in 1887, amount was only $4,309,906 
this year, against $3,759,577 in 1886. In Cook 
County there were forty-two last year and 
fifty-eight ‘this, ana among the forty-two 
there were seven companies which, if they had 
ever existed and held property, had gone out 
of existence in fact, if not in law, all of 
which, with one exception, have been weeded 
out this year. The indications are that the 
Board of Equalization used more than usual 
care not to iumber the tax levy in 
Cook County with capital stock assessments 
that would yield nothing and have to be car- 
ried eventually to the delinquent list. Last 
year, for example, there was one telephone 
company and two electric-light companies 
which existed only on paper, and whose 
places have now been taken on the assess- 
ment roll by live companies with attachable 
assets. The total amount of the capital stock 
assessments in this county last year was 
$2,408,909; this year, $2,715,672. These figures 
represent, it must noted, the net assess- 
ment of capital stock, being the excess of 


equalized value over the equalized value of 
the tangible property.
